says : " The Casino at Aix les Bains 


is very brilliant this season. 
For many 


years past it haa been a fashionable water- 
ing place. Queen Hortense was want to 
visit it, and later the Duchess de Herri caiuu 
hither for change of air and scene; and at 
the present time the small aristocratic town 
is tilled with English, Italian, and French 
visitors. Tbe fashions in vogue here are 
very pretty—somewhat original, and some- 
what novel—therefore, I thiuk, a description 
of them would interest niy English readers. 
Aud first let me mention a charming inno- 
vation for the re-unions at tho Casino. The 
elegantes aud fashionably-dressed visitors 
have adopted the Spanish mantilla instead 
of either bonnet or hat for evening wear, 
and a most happy idea it proves.

PRESERVING SHINGLES ON ROOFS.—Some 


E 


eople paint roof shingles after they are 
;itl, which makes them really decay sooner 
than they otherwise would. Others paint 
the courses as they are laid,whieh is a great 
preservative, if each shingle i» painted the 
length of three courses. But the simplest, 


1 surest and least expensive plan is that 
rec- 
ommended by an old farmer, who says: 
There is one thing that nearly all* people 
know, if they would only attend to it; 
that is, to 
sprinkle, 
slaked 
linie on 
the roofs of their buildings in rainy 
days. Put it on considerably thick, so as to 
make the roof look white, and you will 
never be troubled with moss, and if the 
shingles are covered ever so thick with 
moss, by putting the linie on twice, it will 
take it all oft' aud leave it white and clean, 
aud will look almost as well as if it had 
been painted. li ought to be done oaee a 
year, in my opiit on ; the shingles will last 
almost twice as ;<*ug as they will to let the 
roof grow over with moss. I tried it on 
the back of oiy house ten years ago, 
when the shingles were all covered, with 
moss, and they appeared to be nearly rot- 
ten. I gave the roof u heavy coa* of lime, 
and have followed it nearly every year 
since, aud tbe roof is better now than -Ft 
was then, and to all appearance, if I follow 
my hand, it will last ten or fifteen years 
longer. The shingles have been on the roof 
over thirty years. There is no more risk 
about sparks catching on the. root' than 011 a 
newly-shingled roof. Those who do not 
have lime near by, can use good wood ashes, 
aud these will answer a very good purpose 
to the same 
end. 
The action of the lime is to demise the 


surface of all impediments to tho free and 
rapid passage of the rain water off. 
This 
enables the shingles to dry very soon, and 
consequently prevents rotting. 
Moss-cov- 
ered roofs will rot very rapidly. 


AI.SYKE CtovKR.—Of this clover, 
of 
which so much has been said in its favor as

clover-Rick. Its powers of production arc 
inexhaustible, as is proved by the wonder- 
fully

formation oi' the plant, 


from 
the 
single 
crown 
of 
which 
innumerable 
heads 
are 
continually 
being produced all through the season, and 
tillering out laterally over the ground. The 
hardy nature of the plant is proved by the 
fact of its transplanting. 
A single plant 
may bo taken up and divided into ten or 
more parts, the fibrous roots just cropped, 
and eacli part will produce a luxuriant plant 
—tluvt no fanner need ever hereafter have a 
piece of clover? Twelve pounds of Swedish 
Alsyke La sufficient to sow an acre.
